you, gave me copies for you, but they ere in s very big stack I brought back 
from N.O, and haven’t had time to dig into. I just spotted one arid included 
it in the envelope for C-ary'. He omitted the Marshall memo in what he gave 
the court(I). I think it could be a good idea if Paul wrote the nr again and 
asked for the complete file, including press releases and bri efs, etc. I went 
in writing that there was no press release, an exceptional thing (true also 
when Clark retreated on Shaw). In these esses they have a typed statement they 
read, or at least sometimes do, end if he gets e negative answer be might ask 
for that, Let them say ftnc" or that they do not have.
